San Francisoo, Dec. 81.— Captain M. 
White, of the schooner Maid of Orleans, 
hMinirad, ftfflgr teyt firem tha CWberl 
islands. He brings some interesting 
news about the islands over which the 
British established a prcitectorate last 
June. Old King lebiii eimoa wlio had 
just returned from a visit to San F'ran- 
cisco, protested against their usurpation 
by the Bntish. ns hi; preferred the 
Americans and wished to have the 
United States extend prt)tection to him. 
^After the British annexed the islands 
the king sent an appeal to President 
Harrison, but this a)>i)eal was kept here 
by Captain Luttrell wlio feared that if 
it went east and was published in i£u- 
rope it would lead to tha Uog^ deposi- 
tion. 

Captain White says that for three 
days before the vessel .•mailed the old 
king spent his time on board begging 
him to do something in this c ountry to 
restore the islands to their former con- 
dition. It seems the natives have l)een 
so excited since the British protectorate 
that they have refused to gather any 
cojjra. They have also been incited by 
English traders to intrigue for the 
king's removal in favor of one of hifl 
sons who is partial to the British. The 
result is that the inland trade is demor- 
alized. The old king has oidy a fe\v 
followers and at any time is liable to be 
deposed. The English are trjing to 
drive away American traders and pur- 
Buinff the same tactics that the Oermans 
emplojred in Samoa.

CnKTF.NNE, Wy., Dec. 31.- In viev.- of 
the deciHon of the supreme ci urt de

10 pet cent. For they^, the 
DM is klso about 10 per cent larger 
than last year, and the largest ever 
known. Railroad earnings in Decem- 
ber show an increase oc about 8 per 
cent, over last year and for tha year an 
increasjB of about 6.8 per cant. 

Foreign trade has been smaller than 
liwt year in voluxbe of ezpons at New 
York, f7,800,000 in value for tlie past 
four weeks, and at cotton ports about 
$10,000,000 less, but imports at New 
York have been firom |B,000,000 with 
the largest imports sad tha largest 
total of exports and imports ever 
known in any year. 

Unprecedented purchases for con- 
sumption have resulted inl893 from the 
unequalled crope of 1891, so that manu- 
facturers have mads extraordinary pro- 
gress. The 3rear closes with all women, 
cotton and silk machinery fuUy em- 
ployed and unsold stocks of goods much 
lighter than usual, while toe deman<l 
for the coming season already axbeeds 
the capacity at many mills. 

The crdars booked for the season in 
dry goods ere extraordinary, while cot- 
ton goods sre strong with a tendency t( > 
higher prices. Sues of wool at ti e 
chief markets have been 809,000, OoO 
pounds against 246,000,000 pounda last 
vear, and foreign imports have been the 
largest ever known. 

At Pittsburg iron is slower and the 
demand for finished products diminish- 
ing, but glass is fairfy active. 

The shoe trade at Cleveland is ex- 
cellent and other trade good, though in 
iron no improvement is seen, and 4,000,- 
000 tons of ore remains on the docks. 

The clothink trade is good at Cincin- 
nati, and maehinerv and foundry busi- 
ness up to the usual mark. 

At Z)etroit the volume of trade is 
maintained, thooffh no improvament 
appears in uron. 

Business at Chicago la good in nil 
lines, especially in heavy dry goods. 
The houday trade has surpassed all 
records, and wholessle business for 
spring goods is already active. 

Houday trade was very good at Mil- 
waukee. 

At St. Louis retail trade since the 
holidays has been large. 

At Minneapolis lack of water restricts 
the flour output. The lumber trade is 
most prosperous, and the weather prom- 
isee an unusual cut of logs. 

In iron the trade is weaker, the de- 
mand for finished ivoduots being at 
present light. But sted raUs have been 
redacedto|29p«r ton. and sales of 78 - 
000 tons hav a feltoW SQ. This great in- 
dustry has llHHlnch affected by tho 
market for vHPts, which has been 
depressed taTmM months by foreign 
seuinge sad noaatary uncertainties, 
so that companies have been restricted 
in the purchase 6f rails and supplies. 

The monetary disturbance has passed 
for the present, and enormous disburse- 
menta for interest and dividends about 
Jan. 1, are likely to make the markets 
easier for a time. But it is thought 
that further exports of gold may 
shortly follow tM StW yevs settle- 
ments.

8ho«lione and .4rn|>iili<ic. Will Nol 
Live un the Same ll«aervation. 

LaRobb, Wy., Dsc. 81.— There prom- 
ises to ba serious trouble among the In- 
dians who occupy the Shoshone reserva- 
tion near this city Cmitiipss lant year 
appointed a conmiis-idii to treat for a 
part of the reservation. An ai.reenieiil 
with the Shoshone and ArapalKK's wiu" 
reached by which one-half of the land 
was to be relin(jui8hed. This was not 
appoved at Washington and now a 
second commission is to be sent f)ut to 
treat witli the Arapahoi's and Sboshones. 
It is this that ha** caused the trouble. 
The Arajiaboes now say that they will 
cede no lai;(l. The Sboshones say that 
the ArapaiiiK S liave no land to cede. 
The latter was placed on the Shoshone 
reservatic/ii only by permission of ('hief 
Washakie. They were to be removed a* 
soon as a reserratioB aoold ba ffOBwed 
for them. 

Now the secretary of the interirir pro- 
poses to reorganize the Araplux's a*- 
joint owners and the Arapihoes seeiiiti 
push the claims. Althmigh Washakie 
is past eighty he is stroiiK enough to 
lead his people in the wai jiath. and he 
asserts that he will not ndiiiit that tlie 
Arapahoes be recognized in any treaty. 
Washakie wouM not take arms against 
the whites, but if provocations arise the 
Shoehonea will snnljr attaok the Aiapa- 
hoes.

Ekik. Pit.. Dec. 81.— The operation* 
of tho local 1 olico I'orce working witb 
the Chicago and Lake Shore agendei 
have thrown the crooks in this ctt^ 
into a state of terror. Informatiom 
have been made against over one hun- 
dred persons, and tho officers are 
making arrests every hour. By tin 
close of the altevnooii twenty allej;ed 
car robbers had been arrested, and 
many who were wanted fled from tht 
city. These arrests are following tht 
discovery of a gigantic scheme of rail 
roa<l robbery. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern company has not been the only suf- 
ferer. The Nickel Plate and the Phila- 
delphia and Lake Erie companies have 
been robbed to an extent that is only 
just beginning to be known. (.)n tht 
two lines first nami d the thieves oi)pr- 
nted in this way : Their ba.'-^e of oi)erii- 
tions was in this city. Regular detaiU 
of the thieves would go east from tUl 
citv to Dunkirk or Westfield. N. Y. 

The only iiiitHt cajitured was a few 
tools and material f<ir forcing the cai 
locks and a rope ladder made to fasten 
to the runidng board on top of the cai 
and swing over the side so that an o\h 
erator could go down on it and nianipu- 
luto the car tasteuings. After the sealg 
were broken and the eiitranc(> effected 
the car robbers would stay in the cars 
long enough to sort out snch gocnls as 
they wanted, and tbt'se were thrown 
out at some one of the several ]i»ints 
just east of Erie. 

The confederates in the interval 
would take care of the luMity thriAvn oft 
the pa.>«sing trains. Thi>; sort of system- 
atic and jiersistent roblieiy has been 
going on tor weeks. Before tho search 
h;id fairly begun tlie oflii ei s have foUld 
$5,000 worth of stolen ^oo.ls. 

On the Lake Shore line alone, be- 
tween Dunkirk and Erie, the losses 
were more than .tilo.ooo during the 
month of December. Stolen go(Kls are 
being found in every quarter of the 
town and its suburbs. Search warrants 
have let tlie officers in iiouseliolds 
whose heads have been ainl are still 
al)o\e suspicion, but wild sons, and in 
some cases giddy daughters are wanted 
for guilty knowledge of thaaa traasao-
